Only obſcrve, as formerly l have hinted 
e/ſ:where, That although I do believe thar all Diſeaſes whatſoever are Cure- 
able,, yet they are not Curable in all Perſons. My buſineſs hcrem is co do two 
things ; Firſkro diſcover: to you what an Age 1s: And, Secondly, To diſ- 
cover how it 1s tobe Cured : In both I will beplain and brief, and (yer I 
bope home, and full) to your content and ſatisfaction, | þ 

1 ef Firſt. 
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Firſt, we ſhall enquire what an es / : Many are the Opinions of all 
ſorts of Perſons concerning Agnes : Some think it a ſtrange thing, but they 
know not what : The more zgnorant, and evil Spirit, but coming they 
know not whence. | $05 

Phyſicians themſelves differ in their Judgments concerning this Diſeaſe, as 
well as in the way of Cure; my Task is ſo much the harder ; however we 
ſhall declare our Apprehenfions, and Teave it with ſubmiſſion to betrer Judg- 
ments,and believing thar there are ſome that are able to ſay more, other ſome 
as mvch, and other ſome not ſo much ; to the litter of which as I intend this 
moſt chiefly : fo ic will tind moſt welcome. 

But our anſwer to the above enquiry ts ; that an Ague 1s no other then an 
Imermiting Feavour, and every Intermiting Feavour 15 commonly and pro- 
perly called an Ague, which doth ariſe from putrefation of rotten humors, 

And itsto bz obſerved that thoſe putrifying humours do rot either within 
the Veſſcls,orelſe without the Veſſels,when they rot within the Veſlels,either 
all the humours do putrific and rot equally, and cauſe Synochus Putriaa. 

Or elſe our only humour putrifieth and fo cavſeth a common and ordina- 

continual Feaver, and according as the humour 1s that putrifeth, ſo is the 

eaver either a continual 2otidian or a continual Terrian, or a continnal 
Lnartan, But thoſe homours rot alſo without the Veſſels, and as from the 
putrefaQion within Springs continual : fo from the putrifaftion without, 
comes intermiting Feavours, or _ : coming —_ the perſon ſooner or 
later, according as the humour 1s that putrifieth. For the Spirits riſeth up ar 
certain times & oppoſeth that rottenneſs with heat,as an Enemy to Nature, 
and at the end of the combat returns home ang according as the enemy re- 
mains either in ſtrength'or vigor, ſo more or leſs good or evil Symptomes fol- 
low : And if the putrifying humor be flegm, then the Spirits return to oppoſe 
it the very next day, hence the ,2xotidian, or every day Ague. 

And if the putritying humor be Choller, then the Spirits return ſtill to op. 
poſe it every other day ; hence the Terrian or every other day Ague. 

And if the puttifying humor be Melancholly, then the Spirits return to op- 
poſe it every third day, hence the Zxartan or every third day Apue. 

The cauſe of the incquallity, thats to ſay : why one returns ſooner then 
another, why one comes every day; another every other day ; and another e- 
very third day is, Becauſe the Flegmatick humor recollects it ſelf ſooner, and 
ſo makes new work for the Spirits, and ſo its returns are according ly . 
Choller which is accounted hpt of it ſelfin reſpects of the Spirits oppoſing it 
with l:car, doth occaſion a very hor combat and doth not ſo ſoon recolled ic 
ſelf as the former : and therefore 1s oppoſed but every other day. 

Melancholly is a Dregy humor, and doth nor recolle& or recruit it ſelf as 
fo0n as the others do, but becauſe ic is ſoft and viſcous (the ſeat of which alſo 

being 
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_ More remote) it is not ſo eafie to overcome; notwithſtanding itis op- 
poſed every third day : And all thefe are changed 'one' into another, or one 
joined with another, according as one whileone putrifying humor, another 
while another is to be oppor te. | 
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This is the moſt common and general opinion concerning Agues : which I 


muſt Imbrace and not condemn, there being much of Reaſon and rruth in it 
rightly underſtood , and alſo becauſe it ſtandeth upory the ſhoulders of fa- 
mous and learned men : whichis ſufficient Authority for ſuch a beleif. 
Nevertheleſs I beg leave wich humble fubmiſſion, further to offer my late 
and more private conceptions concerning this thing , and hope here- 
by I ſhall offend none : but rather prove, as a wheteſtone to a knife, ro beget 
an edge upon ſome more Great and Learned then my ſelf , ro further enlarge 
this ſecret, and bring more light into the World; in reſpeX to the Original 
cauſe ( _ ſin aftde) of all and every Diſeaſe in Mans body ; and more e- 
ſpecially and perticularly of an Ague concerning which , I have as to its Dc- 
cription a little more to ſay. 
nderſtand then with me, that every Diſeaſe is admitted to be a being ex- 
iſting in us, and nor from crudities ariſing from things taken from without us. 
And then I judge an intermitting Feaver or Ague to be , The Archens, 1n- 
raged,diſturbed, confuſed or diſthrowned by Ideas,conceived or inplanted in 
him, by a formative power : the Archers himſelf according to the diverſittes 
of his motion, ſtirring up ſundry and various Symptomes : For to me 1t ape 
pears plainly that every Ague is cauſed from the violent affaulting Spirit, by 
Ideas conceiyed in the proper of the Archens, by whoſe fault alone, a living 
body ſuffers all diſeaſes z and hence it is that many times ſpecifical Medicines 
excel in the curing the moſt deſperate Agues, And hence it is alſo that the we, 
begins with cold, becauſe the Spirits being to enter combat with a ſtrong E- 
nemy, gather from every part aid ; the outward member in the mean while 
Quaking ; for the truth is, this Spirit is the Prince of the World in us, and 
hath alone obtained a motive beginning in us z as well Local as Alterarive ; 
cantaining the cauſe of rigor or extremity of cold, as well in refpeR of Local 
motion, as the Alteration of cold to ſucceſlive heart. 
The Archers or Spirit, intending by trembling rigors , As a Learned Man 
obſerves, to ſhake off the excrements adhering to the Similer parts, and to- 
uit it ſelf from a forraign gueſs. If this may contribute co further the Under- 
anding of any concerning an Ague, and excite them to a further maniteſta- 
tion this way : I ſhall be traly glad, however T have ſpake my preſent Appre- 
henrions, and at preſent mkey leave it to your Conſiderations, hoping that

Fourthly, The laſt of this;fprt are uſed to the Feer, and ſeveral havea good 
Ppinion of this following Medicine. Take Cake Soap, two' ounces, blew 
Currance as many ; beat them toÞether, and make two Plaiſters for the Feet, 
ind having a little Saffron ſtrewed upon them ; alittle before the Fit comes ap- 
ply them : Theſe muſt be uſed three-timgs, Many more Medicines there are 
of this ſort , of which every.one Hh proyed , and peſo: I judg it will be but 
Labour loſt to repeat any further. Now for the right ordering of theſe things 
before mentioned, in order to the Cuxg, obſerve. 1.That the Vomit ſpoken of, 
i Vite, is not to be given. to. Children, 'or weak Perſons, but'to thoſe 
of Years and Strength ; to whom the Doſe is, in a httle Conſerve of Red 
Roſes, from ſix Grains to eight at atmoſt, in a Moming farkng 3 drinking 
Poſſer-drink an hour after, and ſo once an hour till it leaye.working ; forbear- 
ing to Eat, Drink, or Sleep till twelye or one a Cock, ktepirtg watm all day. 
Secondly, That the other Vomit of Infuſjon of Crocs Metalorym, is to be 
had at every Apothecaries, and the Doſe for Men is one ounce, with a little 
Oximel Simplex, mixed with it ; for Women and Youth, ſix Drants 4 for Boys

Thirdly, That the Camphere, is to be uſed more or leſs, according as the Par- 
ty is of ſtrength and years. Thus have I performed my firſt two Promiſes, in 
Coteringy at an guc is, and-the Cure thereof ; and'I queſtion nor, but 
herein I ſhall be profitable not only tv, my ſelf, but many others alſo. Howe- 
ver, will ſome be ready to ſay, that there is no Cute for an Ague, and that it 
will have its Conrſc, take what one will.
